PARIS, March $1.—The youth Soudy, 
who Was arrested at-Berck-sur-Mer on 
Saturday in connection with the Chan- 
tilly motor-car outrages, proves to be a 
pale, emiaciated striping suffering from 
tuberculosis, 

He has been.treated in several. Paris 
hospitals. Although only 10, he has 
numerous convictions against him ‘and 
has long been under police supervision. 

When arrested Soudy struggled des- 
perately and whipped out from his 
pocket a tiny phial, which he raised to 
his lips, The detectives dashed it.from 
his hands. The phial contained pruasic 
acid. Cursing wildly, Soudy was hus- 
tled into a waiting motor car and 
bound sécurely hand and foot. 

The Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment alleged that. he is the man who, 
armed ‘with a carbine, kept guard at 
the door of the Bank of Chantilly, It 
remains to be seen whether eyewit- 
pesses who had a clear view of the dark 
young man in spectacles who fired at 
all and sundry with the carbine will b 
able to identify the accused. 

Moat profound secrecy ig observed re- 
garding the cross-examination of Soudy, 
which took place this morning. .- It is 
known, however, that he shouted to-the 
police: 

* 3£ % die, others will ale, tool.” 

To avoid a hostile demonstration, 
Soudy was brought into the city by a 
hight train, arriving in Paris at 4; 15 in 
the, morning; but, despite the “early 
hour, a darge crowd assembled and 
made a rush at him as he was led from 
the Platform ‘to the hall of the station. 
Shouts of “Death to bandits!’ were 
raised, One detective received a heavy 
biew intended for the prisoner.

THIEF GOT AWAY FOR A TIME 


| Was. Arrested Later for Carrying a 


Pistol and Dwyer Unexpectedly 
Met Him in a Police Station. 


The report of a revolver shot and & 
yell from-Andrew Dwyer, the ticket agent, 
startied several passengers who were 
waiting about 10:80 o'clock last night oa 
the uptown platform of the. Cortland 
Street Btation.of the Sixth. Avenue’ efe- 
vated. Three or four men ran toward 
the ticket booth, from in front of which 
@ young man wes backing. In his hand 
he’ held a ‘revolver, As the men -ap- 
proached him he pointed his revolver at 
them and shouted: 

“If you move a step toward me, you'll 
get it. I Just “handed it to. the ticket 
agent."’ 

The men scattered out of range, ruu- 
ning out to the platform, w the 
structure of the station sheltered them 
from the hold-up man's gun. When the 
more hardy of them peeked around an in- 
stant later the man had gone. 

Dwyer, the agent, was only an instant 
behind him, He cun out of his booth and 
through the waiting room inte which it 
gives,-to the station platform. He held 
hie handkerchief to the right side of his 
neck, where the robbers bullet had 
struck him. 

Though several men_sprang toward him 
exclaiming, *‘ You’re shot, man. Go back 
in the waiting ‘room and sit, down,” 
Dwyer brushed past them and headed for 
the stairs. He bounded down them to the 
street, running almost into the arms of 
Policeman’Taure of the Greenwich Street 
Station at the hottom, To Taure he_ex- 
plained that he had been Held up and 
shot, though the robber had -made off 
wtihout getting either the ‘$250 in cash or 
tickets of about equal value which were 
in Dwyer’s booth. 

Taure recalled naving seen a man come 
leisurely. down the steps an instant be- 
fore and walk awey as though: he had 
just alighted from a train, but when the 
policeman now turned to look for him he 
was gone, Taure ran upstairs and 
ordered the ticket chopper to look out 
for the ticket booth as well as his own 
work, and then ‘he escorted Dwyer to the 
Greenwieh. Street Station, where a call 
was sent for Dr. Worthin of the Hudson 
Street Hospital.
